‘The Finance Minister, on re- 
turning +) China, has found the 
problem of finance more acute 
than ever, The revenue, even 
with—perhaps in some degree 
because of—enhanced rates of 
duty, shows a tragic falling 
curve. Disasters in Kiangsi 
have sent the cost of the bandit- 
suppression campaigns mounting 
up again. Those disasters have 
not been catastrophic. Indeed 
they might quite fairly be 
described as the normal 
accidents in any operations 
involving the employment of 
regular troops against guerrilla 
bands who have the inestimable 
advantage of close knowledge of 
exceedingly dificult country, 
where they can keep a tight grip 
on the inhabitants by ruthless 
methods and where, consequent. 
ly, their intelligence service is 
likely to be in the ascendant 
until the regulars have really 
been able to tighten the cordor 
But, with her depleted exchequor 
and generally _parlous financial 
condition, China cannot afford 
even a ‘normal accident. As 
Finance Minister, Mr. T. V. 
Soong is bound to impress the 
need for economy on General 
Chiang Kai-shek. He may even 
go to the extreme of closing his 
purse strings -with a vicious 
snap, Yet he can hardly carry 
hig insistence to the point of 
crippling the campaign in 
Kiangsi, for the elimination of 
that menace to the peaceful 
inhabitants of the South-East is 
‘a necessary responsibility. No 
doubt Mr. T. V. Soong is taking 
full advantage’ of the advice 
obtainable from his National 
Economie Council.

SEVENTY YEARS OLD 
‘ Sept. 21. 

On July 11, 1854, a public meet- 
ing of foreign renters was held 
in the Foreign Settlement of 
Shanghai under the presidency of 
the British Consul, Mr. Ruther- 
ford Alcock, and in the presence 
of the American and French Con. 
guls to approve the revision of the 
Land Regulations 1845, Mr. 
Vustice Feetham points out that 
this meeting marked the real 
starting point of mu 
‘developments in Shanghai, 
it was not until September 21, 
1863, when the American Settle 
iment wes amalgamated with the 
British Settlement and a single 
municipal government establish 
ed for the two areas combined, 
that the creation of the Interna- 
tional Settlement may be said to 
have been achieved. The Ameri 
ean Settlement, which had start:

let of the influx of Chinese re- 
Tugees. They could not be ex- 
pected to foresee the rise of their 
Settlement to a place among the 
‘world-cities of the 20th Century. 
‘The first official census taken in 














1865 showed a population of 
92,884. To-day the figure is 
Jover 1,000,000 and, inextricably 
as the three areas are en- 
twined, the term Shanghani 
may connote three adminis-

3,000,000 souls. ‘The infant 
‘Settlement of 1863 was chiefly 
concerned— judging from the 
columns of, ‘this journal's fore- 
runner, the “North-China Herald’ 
—for the preservation of order 
and the maintenance of decent 
roads. Part of this ambition 
‘was prudently derived from the 
fresh recollection of the Taipings’ 
attack on the Settlement. And 
the whole may be said in no un- 
worthy degree to sum up the’ es- 
sentials of local governmen’. 
Actually Shanghai’s Interria- 
tional Settlement maintained. its 
family party character almost to 
within the beginning of the pres- 
ent. century.

Upon receiving the news, 
the police inspector. together with 
the. "chief of the road. protection 
Police attended the case immediately 
sending an ambulance to convey 
the wounded persons to hospitals in 
Nanchange. for emergent medical 
treatment, and despatching several 
hands of armed police to trace 
the outlaws on different routes about. 
the village—Kaochino. Fortunately, 
several of the robbers were caught 
hiding in a hut, counting: and play 
ing with their foot, Capital punish- 
ment will be meted out to them as 
soon as the arrest of the rest is 
effected.

No Permanent Floods 


It is, however, highly improbable| 
that a'typhoon will coincide exactly| 
with this unusually high tide, So 
far the highest record established at 
the Public Garden is 163 feet, above 
the Woosung zero, or 148 feet 
above the conventional lowest low 
water at the Public Garden. There 
is practically no danger of perman-| 
tent floods in the neighbourhood of| 
Shanghai, because the low waters, 
although’ they may be temporarily! 
raised as much as six feet by a] 
typhoon, are still well below the] 
general iand level, so that the water 
€an soon run off, 

“The criterin for-a temporary flood| 
in Shanghai is simply the state of| 
the tide and. the strength of the| 
wind, plus a small amount due to the 
annual fluctuation at the mouth of| 
the Yangtze River, which, however, 
is only a matter of about we to 
three feet between summer and 
winter. ‘The most probable season 
for flooding is August and Septem 
ber, because the barometer is. then 
low, allowing the water to ris 
neatly one foot, the prevalent wind

We, therefore, made the best use of 
the’ funds available to discharge a 
portion of the obligations, and have 
the pleasure to announce that in the 
Jast eight. months, we succeeded in 
paying off about. $1,726,000 toward 
The obsigations to the British and 
Chinese ‘Corporation, and that in 
the mext few days, ‘a further sum 
‘of about $880,000 will be p 

Besides the, payments made to 
the British and Chinese Corpora 
ion, we paid off over $476,000. for 
Through trame balances overdue and 
$3685,000 for outstanding stores bills 
Thus, the total amount of outstand. 
ing payments that will have been 
paid off at the end of this month 
Bomes, to over $3,210,000; and our 
finanejal credit will ‘be gradually 
established.

Secondly, it is about the curtail- 
ment of expenditures.

‘opening of sources of revenue aside 
from the curtailment of -expendi- 
tures. “In opening up the sources, 
capital has to be invested first. If 
the Nanking-Shanghai Railway is 
to increase its transportation busi- 
ness, double-tracking and construc- 
tion’ of wharves at Woosung would 
be necessary. Similarly, the Shang. 
hai Hangchow - Nin Railway, 
would have to complete the section 
From Tsao Ngo River to Chien Tang 
River in order to increase its traffic. 
All such works need an outlay of 
suitable amount of funds. On the 
other hand, curtailment of expendi- 
ending. less money; 
but sometimes a certain amount of 
money has to be spent first. For 
Instanee, we have | to pay every 
month a’ sum of $1,200 for the pres- 
ent fourteen telephones at Shang- 
hai-North Station. We may reduce 
this expenditure to $600 per month 
by installing an eighty-line.switch- 
board of our own, but we have to| 
spend about $10,000 first 
fasing the switchboard 























in pur- 
‘Again,| 
we have to pay at present about 
36,000 per month for the leased 
office premises in the Embankment 
Building. This is very _unecono- 
mical, indeed. Much savings can 
be effected by ig our own, 
offices, but a construction fund of 
Several hundred thousand dollars 
would have to be provided first. In 
short, we need money to spend 
either in trying to inerease our 
revenues or in attempting to reduce 
‘our expenditures. We wish to call 
Mr, Mayers’s attention to the point 
‘and hope the British and Chinese 
Corporation will give us their sup- 
port in such things. 

‘As regards the staff of these two 
railways, we have often received 
complaints’ 9f overstating, and "the 
consequent heavy expenditure on! 
salaries and allowances. I would 
point out that this state of affairs 
fe'a reault of many years working. 
The chief cause of the same lies in 
the fact that no definite number} 
has been specified for the employees, 
of each department. We are now 
considering. the present and future 
Tequirements of various  depart- 
nents with a view to fixing @ limit 
for each of them. Another thing 
we are earrying out is to place the 
Tight men in the right positions, to 
ispense with the useless ones, and 
to stop filling up the unnecessary 
vacaneies. In this manner, we are 
Sure that in the near future all the 
men employed will be suitable for 
the work to which they are assigned. 
As already stated, a saving of about 
$85,000 has been effected in our ex- 
Penditure on salaries and  allow- 
Ences since I and Dr. Wu took over 
charge of this Administration. We 
wish Mr. Mayers and the British 
and Chinese Corporation will pay 
attention to this.

One of these days a benefactor 
will arise, discover the tyranny 
‘of clichés, move for drastic 
legislation against them and the 
world—perhaps—may be well 
again. With this tyranny is 
another: a kind of misplaced 
tolerance which fails to take 
appropriate efforts to expose 
error. 

palling to think of the extent to 
which the human race is misled 
merely because it accepts what 
it, reads without discovering 
whether the writer has any au- 
thority to instruct. One of the 
most irritating discoveries to the 
Englishman overseas is the com- 
Plaisance of erities in London in 
this regard. On. several ocea- 
‘sions of late books dealing with 
China (and other countries as 
well) have been flatteringly re- 














viewed in the most reputable 
English wee when any 
China hand of moderate ex- 


perience would be able to convict 
them of gross errors of fact 
in regard to the country he 
Knows. best. He naturally as- 





sumes that misinformation on 
one point gives ground for 
suspecting it elsewhere and he 


wonders consumedly why th 
usually exacting critic of such- 
and-such a weekly journal ha 
proceeded to fling the bouquet 
which invites purchasers and 
‘consequently a second edition. 


It should be possible for the 
book trade to be subjected to 
the same treatment as the patent 
medicine business. Under the 
law the ingredients of a 
Patent medicine have to be 
revealed on the label: 75 
pet cent, water 5 per cent. 
Quinine .2 per cent, arsenic 19.8 
per cent, mustard. iA book of 
reminiscences, travel or biogra 
phy should ‘have some such 
analysis on its cover and one of 
the ingredients should be 
accuracy. A travel book which 
could receive only 2 per cent. 
for accuracy would ‘at any rate 
not 1un off with such reckless 
eulogy as is the good fortune of 
80 many worthless productions 
nowadays. As the enormous 
outturn of books throws on 
Journals too heavy a burden for 














the old-fashioned practice of 
securing reviews in every case 
from experts, this analysis 


would be specially useful, The 
system would involve, of course, 
the creation of a Government 
department in which a staff of 
experts in every conceivable 
subject would examine books in 
proof and set down their 
Analyses accordingly. ‘Tho net 
result might be that the stream 
of book-production would falter 
but that would cause few people 
sleepless nights. The amazin 
thing about book-production is 
that the people who write books 
are often those who should re- 
main for ever silent. How often 
does it happen, for example, that 
the man who ‘spends a lifetime 
in the East and can wield a 
ready pen refrains from contact 
with the publisher whereas the 
task of expounding the East to 
the West is left to some care- 
free soul with hardly more than 
two seasons of prickly heat to 
his credit? 








Even worse an offence is the 
tush into print on a certain sub- 
t by an author whose quali- 
fications are actually small but, 
in the eyes of an ignorant public, 
acceptable merely because he 
has been in a certain part of the 
globe. A lighthousekeeper would 
not be considered to possess the 
necessary qualifications to jot 
down impressions of the House 
of Commons. Yet a similar at- 
tempt with China as the back- 
ground would not turn the hai 
of the enterprising publisher.

‘That para- 
doxically enough is exactly 
where people like Dossier-Phile 
get their chance. News of odd 
happenings everywhere comes 
into the daily press and it is 
followed up by explanations 
which can seldom be tested by 
the majority of the readers. 


‘The real danger in the world 
to-day is not the gold standard 
with its amazing adventures or 
even Senator Key Pittman busily 
trying to boost. his silver but 
the printed word or telegraphe 
opinion, Round certain episode 
the major crises of recent years 
have developed. A well-equipped 
generation has all the facilities 
for obtaining information. Yet 
itis an admitted fact that, on the 
truth or falsity of the varying 
versions of those episodes, no- 
‘one publicly at any rate can ex- 
press a definite opinion— 
although privately most people 
know the truth and that is pro- 
bably what is least often sup- 
ported in public. Standard tests 



































are “applied to. many’ things, 
machinery, instruments, vessels 
of capacj*’ and the rest. There 





is no que.tioning the accuracy of 
che meteorologist’s reading of the 
barometer or thermometer. The 
timing of a race, the height of a 
jump and any other athletic feat 
have all been brought to the 
level of cold fact. The sooner a 
laboratory is created to treat in 
the same way Government pro- 
nouncements, authors’ reminis- 
cences, official communiques the 
better 'will the world be able to 
assess the claims of its pastors 
and masters. Perhaps President 
Roosevelt can include some such 
scheme in his National Recovery 
Programme. If he can then he 
ean count on the support of 
sorely-tried journalists who, for 
some inscrutable reason, have 
nowadays to bear the brant of 
accusations of inaccuracy when 
in point of fact their whole 
occupation is based on an effort 
(not invariably successful) to 
attain accuracy. The inscouciant 
author, on the other hand, is 
out to make impressions and 
secite plenty of impressions for 














his book. Accuracy to him, if 
results are any guide, is the last 
consideration. 


Not only is truth thus at a 
discount but so many people 
believe they can discount truth 
by the presentation of a barrage 
of clichés. The theory that the 
ignoramus has no axe to grind 
for example is sedulously ex- 
ploited. ‘Then the effort of an 
administration to maintain law 
and order for the preservation 
of its own existence is often 
roh-poohed on the ground that 
uction is taken under “an 
obsolete statute” or an “archaic 
law.” ‘The trifling circumstance 
that the crime of murder 
few countries punishable by a 
brand-new law does not come 
into the picture. The other day 
a wiseacre solemnly objected to 
a trial for conspiracy to commit 
high treason merely because the 
wording of the indictment was 
“archaic” in its reference to an 
attempt to “deprive His Majesty 
of his sovereignty” over the 
land. | At this rate the evidence 



































of any one will be rejected be- 


leause the giver is dressed out- 
side the present fashion or 
possibly not undressed according 
to the mode of the moment. But 
then with several European 
Governments under a dictator- 
ship which’ not only acts but 
lays it down exclusively how 
that action shall be described it 
is almost impertinent to stress 
such self-evident assaults on 
veracity. In the country under 
a dictatorship _ the _ position 
clearly is reached where the 
inhabitants can freely rely on 
that classic procedure which 
Gilbert described:

Tt would be wrong, of course, 
to attempt to create a world in 
which truth went about com- 
pletely naked. It must be re- 
membered that even the fashion- 
able young woman of tu-day 
endeavours to cover her back 
with sunburn if with nothing 
else, So should it be with truth, 
Could faithful attention be paid 
to the course of evidence if the 
‘Counsel for the prosecution told 
the jury that, of all the collec- 
tions of unimaginative, un 

telligent and _unprepossessing 
men and women the twelve in 
the box took precedence? If the 
answering of invitations _ to 
dinner, cocktail-parties, .tiffins 
and dances avoided the stereo- 
typed perjury which suggests 
sratitude and pleasure and gave 
what the psycho-analysts call 
the true reaction, the opportunity 
for convivial intercourse would 


be strictly limited. Truth i 
salutary but it seldom can be 
taken neat. That is why special 


dictionaries of synonyms have 
been invented for dramatic 
critics, schoolmasters writing 
term reports, after-dinner speak- 
lers and auditors. 


And that suggests clearly that 
the world is becoming even more 
economical of the truth than in 
the age when King David, being 
in a hurry, dubbed all men lia 
Yet the world’s. faith in 
printed word and the reference 
book is amazingly stout. Only 
this, week a-guileless Shanghai 
weekly journal based the whole 
of an impassioned argument o} 
the contention that “Who's Who’ 
was a model of impeccable 
adherence to fact and that news 
agency telegrams could not be 
varied in reproduction without a 
ystical court-martial bya 
board. That obser- 
nee of this doctrine would, 
incidentally, place Shangh 
Commissioner of Police 
Bombay and a veteran. Member 
of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council somewhere in the air 
between Simla and the Western 
Front ecur apparently 
to the reflective mind of the 
unsophisticated critic. 


In such an age there is a clear 
case for the revival of that tioble 
profession of astrology. Accept- 
ing the view that the “person 
who without knowing the science 
lexercies the profession of astro- 
loger, is a wicked man and a 
disgrace to society,” it is pos- 
sible to follow the habits, of 
those who guide their whole 
conduct of life by the findings of 
their pet astrologers. And per- 
they are just as likely to 
‘ight as their friends who 
listen to the specious advice of 
political careerists or economists 
lor editors or even schoolmaster: 
Charles I and Cromwell both had 
their astrologers in whom they 
devoutly believed. And an 
astrologer is more picturesque 
than the racing tipster or the 
political journalist.
